THE GOSPEL TO THE POOR. 

We have the pleasure to present our readers 
with the Fourth Annual Report of the Board of 
Trastees of the Soricty for the support of the 
Gospel among the Poor in the city of Mew-York. 

None, we presume, will dispute the claims which 
this interesting charity has on the sympathy and 
beneficence of those who value the blessings of 
ithe Gospel of the grace of God. The liberal con- 
tributions by which this Institution has been sup- 


' ported, furnishes an evidence of the publick sense 


of its utility, and is a creditable testimonial of the 
Christian character of the inhabitants of this city. 
We trust that the fruits of the ministrations which 
the Society has been instrumental in affording, as 
detailed in the several cases stated in the Appen- 
dix, will add fresh encouragement to a continuance 
of that support which is necessary to the prosecu- 
tion of this good work, which by the Divine bless- 
ing has been crowned with such happy results. 


After,some preliminary remarks, the Report thus 
proceeds -—

We have attended the steps of the stated 
preacher to this abode of the poor ; we have seen 
collected a numerous, solemn, attentive assembly, 
catching the words of peace and comfort which 
fell from his lips, and many a streaming eye testi- 
fying that their hearts, as well as their ears, wel- 
comed the joyful sound of the Gospel. 

Here aged believers have had their faith strength- 
ened, their hopes of vlory enlivend, and their love 
of a once crucified, but now gloriously exalted 
Redeemer, enkindled into an ardent fiame. We 
have heard the sighs of those who were led to sor- 
row for sin, we have seen the tear of contrition 
trembling in their eyes, and often has the cry 
arisen, “ What must I do to be saved? Souls, 
immortal souls have been won for Christ’s kiag- 
dom. The poor have had the Gospel preached unto 
them, and it has net been preached in vain. God 
has prompted and enabled you to sow the seed, 
and He has given the increase. , 

There is another elass of men to whom the be- 
nefits of this institution are regularly and con- 
stantly extended. Separated from the rest of so- 
Gety by the sentence of the law, and confined to 
& prison, where shall the poor criminal look tor 
aid and comfort, but to God, who forgiveth ini- 
quity for his dear Son’s sake § But how shall they 
hear without a preacher? Into this abode of mise- 
rabie men your faithful labourer enters, holds out 
to the sinful a pardon which the blood of God's 
®wn Soa has procured ; not a pardon for tine 
only, but for eternity; directs them to the foun- 
twin opened for sin and uncleanness, and invites 
them, in his Master’s name, to come to him and be 
saved ; prays them in Christ’s stead to be recon- 
ciled to God. What can cheer the gloom of a 
Prison like the glad tidings of great joy—the offer 
of emancipation from the thraldom cf Satan, and

receptacles for offenders against the laws of the 
land, and here also, God has owned the labours of 
his minister. . : 

In the Hosrrrat, whose inWabitants are ever 
changing, the sound of salvation is conveyed toa 
large number in the course of a year ; some con- 
tinually removing, either by peng restored to 
health, or carried to the grav, while their places 
are immediately su plied by other children of sor- 
row seeking the aid of that noble institution ;—an 
institution conducted on a scale and in a manner 
honourable to all connected with it. 

ere it comes to some as at the eleventh hour, 
to snatch them as brands from the burning, and 
lift them up to immortality; and often has the 
offer of salvation been listened to in this place, b 
those who in all their previous lives rejected it 
with scorn. Who can tell but that the mariner 
restored to health by the aid of that benevolent 
institution, while in after days ploughing the 
mighty deep, and beholding its wonders, which 
speak the creating and preserving hand of God, 
will reflect, with delight and everlasting benefit, 
on the lessons of wisdom ‘and messages of peace 
which dropped from the lips of your preacher ? 
Will he not bless the day when disease and want 
drove him to this refuge for the sick poor man, 
and call on God to bless a society which was the 
means of sending to him the word of life ? 

Instead of enlarging the other branches of duty 
in which the stated preacher is engaged, let it 
suffice, brethren, that weexm bit to you a simple 
account of this weekly labour. 


Lhe ordinary ministerial services of the stated 
preacher ave performed as follows: 


Lord’s day morning.—At half past eight he of- 
ficiates at the City Hospital. Owing to the re- 
moval of the paupers to the new Almshouse, Belle- 
vue, the middle services of the day vary, and are 
sometimes difficult to be performed. As ministers 
of different denominations frequently preach at 
the State Prison Chapel, the services are so ar- 
ranged, that beth these publick institutions have 
worship twice on the Sabbath. When at the State 
Prison, the stated preacher delivers a sermon at 
half past ten. In the interval of worship he visits 
the sick, and preaches again at half past two— 
When at the Almshouse Chapel, he preaches at 
half past two. At half past twelve he delivers 
another discourse to the male prisoners of the 
Penitentiary, and at half past two again in the 
Chapel. Five o’clock in the afternoon he preaches 
in the Chapel of the Debtor’s Prison. 

Monday —Usually devoted to visiting out-loor 
sick, and afflicted persons. 

Tuesday—The stated preacher regularly visits 
and prays with the sick and dying, in various 
wards of the City Hospital; likewise at other 
times, when requisite. 

Wednesday.—At half past ten he visits the Or- 
phan Asylum; examines two or three classes of 
the children, and then gives them a discourse, with 
prayer. Afternoon, he visits the sick and other fe- 
males below stairs in the State Prison, and to 
them delivers a discourse, concluded with prayer. 
He immediately attends the men’s hospitel, and 
collects the convalescents in the hall, gives a dis- 
course and offers prayers in their hall. 


Friday.—He rides to Bellevue ; visits the hos- 
pitals of the men and the women; after conver- 
sation, reads a psalm and prays. Attends as many 
wards in the main building, for the purpose of 
prayer and conversation, as the time may admit. 
Afternoon, all the females in the Penitentiary 
(about one hundred) are conyened in a large room, 
where a sermon is delivered. The day is con- 
cluded by visiting and examining the school in 
this establishment. 

During the past year, between three and four 
hundred sermous have been delivered by the stated 
preacher.

No! we will cherish 
confidence in your continued and increased sup- 
port, and not shrink trom the duties incumbent on 
ourselves. An important duty has devolved on 
you, and it is to the faithful discharge of this duty 
that we would encourage you. You have under- 
taken to supply a portion of the poor with the 
preached Gospel, which brings life and salvation 
to guilty fallen man. It is an undertaking worthy 
of your best exertions ; several years have elapsed 
since you first engaged in it, during which God in 
his providence has supplied you with able faithful 
ministers to carry to the abodes of penury and wo, 
the glad sound of salvation. 


We are grieved that the low state of our funds- 


compels us to appeal to the best feelings of your 
hearts, and not to yours alone, but to the hearts of 
the whele community. Weare in need of aid, to 
prosecute the benevolent design of our institution, 
and yet we know enough of the liberality of our 
fellow-citizens, to trust that we shall not appeal 
in vain. 

May the great Head of the Church, who, when 
he said, “Ye have the poor alway with you,” gave 
to Christians the poor as a legacy, give you hearts 
to feel for their condition, liberality to provide for 
their relief, and the spirit of fervent supplication 
for lis own blessing.

He took with him for Mont- 
ville some of the books that were sent to him from 
the Society, formed a library, and appointed a li- 
brarian to take charge of them, to see that they 
were lent and returned to him in a given time, 
«because Montville and Freedom, both, now re- 
ceive benefit from them, and in proper time a more 
useful one may grow out of the present.” Here 
he visited several families, and was “received by 
them cordially.” He preached successively at 


 Daviston, Putnam, Belmont, Hope, Lincolnviille, 
. and Palermo, at the last of which places he “ had 


a large assembly, and good attention while preach- 
ing,” and closed his mission at Appleton. ‘The 
Society having appointed Mr. Cochran to a further 
mission of two months, should the funds admit; 
his commission was extended to that term. He 
preached at Montville, Belmont, Daviston, Paler- 
mo, &c. He found at Montville, that “they had 
increased their books ;” and, believing that such 
adisposition of them as he had made, is couducive 
to an accumulation, and to care in the preserva- 
tion of them, he bees of the Society, in behalf of 
some people in Montville, a few religious boeks, 
still to increase their library.” 

Mr. Josiah Peet, at the very time of receiving a 
commission from the Society, in-1814, as a Mis- 
sionary for the vicinity of Norridzewock, was pre- 
‘ented with a call from the town of Norridgewock 
io settle with them in the Gospel ministry ; with 
the offer of two fifths of his support from the 
town, and liberty to employ the remainder of his 
time, beyond what they might thus claim, in doing 
missionary service in the vicinity. Encouraged 
by the Maine Missiénary Society and by this ap- 
pointment from ours, he concluded to accept the 
eall, and to enter immediately on his mission. 
This he commenced at Litchfield. “ Here was a 
small church in a divided town, unable to procure 
a supply, and desiring the privilege of a commu- 
nion.” Not being authorised to administer the or- 
dinance, he went to Hallowell, where he preached 
three times for the Rev. Mr. Gillet, who preached 
three times in Litchfield, and administered the 
Lord’s Supper. He afterwards preached in Nor- 
ridgewock, Bloonifield, Waterville, Madison, So- 
lon, and Starks. From Madison he “took a pilot 
and went to visit a settlement adjacent on a gore 
of land not incorporated ; found a neighbourhood 
of about a dozen families; preached to an audi- 
encé of about 60 persons; and distributed among 
them one Bible and a number of Tracts. These 
people did not recollect to have ever been visited 
by a Missionary, but once before.” While in the 
service of the Society, he preached 45 times, at- 
tended six religious meetings, four funerals, ad- 
ministered the Lord’s Supper twice, visited eight 
sick persons, a number of families,and two schools. 
The Bibles and Hymn-books he distributed among 
the poor ard destitute. ‘The Spelling-books he 
gave for the use of a school in No. 4, supported 
partly by a donation from a Female Society in 
Boston, and partly by the inhabitants. He em- 
ployed an instructress, and gave the books to her 
in trust. He afterwards “ visited the place, found 
the school ilourishing,” and judged it would be 
“productive of much good.” "The bound books 
he generally placed in small relizious libraries.

With iudividuals were not improved to the best 
advantage, he collected them together, aud, adding 
More to them, formed them into libraries under 
certain regulations. One of these libraries is forme 
ed in Nocridgewock, one in Madison, and one in 
Solon.

EPISCOPAL MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Conformably to a resolution of the Board of 
Managers of the Episcopal Missionary Society of 


Philadelphia, the following CancutarLerrex from. 


the Corresponding Secretary, has been sent to those 
members of the Church residing in the adjoining 
counties and elsewhere, who came more immedi- 
ately under the notice of the Board. It is further 
requested that persons of this and other States who 
have not received the Circular, and are disposed 
to favour the views of the Board, will form Asso- 
ciations in their neighbourhoods auxiliary to the 
Society of Philadelphia. 
(CIRCULAR.) 
Philadelphia, January, 1817. 

Sir—While the attention of the Christian 
World is directed to the enlargement of the Re- 
deemer’s Kingdom, and the light of Gospel Salva- 
tion is fast breaking on the remote shores of In- 
dia; let us not forget the millions of human beings 
that inhabit our wide extended country, and the 
mental darkness and error which yet reigns in this 
favoured land. The path to usefulness lies direct- 
ly before us, and we need not look from home to 
find Weathens unreclaimed, and the great truths 
of Christianity disregarded. We are surrounded 
by thousands to whom the “ Glad ‘Tidings” have 
not yet been proclaimed ; and the western States 
present to usan ample field for the exercise of all 
our philanthropick labours. To this we would call 
your immediate and serious atteution, The tide 
of emigration is daily pouring into those States, 
numbers which almost exceed belief. The shores 
of the Ohio and Mississippi, which but lately 
echoed to the yell of the wild beast ; now resound 
with the hum of industry and teem with hardy 
emigrants. ‘That this rapid iacrease of population 
demands from us some atteution will not be doubt- 
ed. “The harvest truly is great.” Other Chris- 
tian Societies have sent their “ labourers into the 
vinevard ;” and must we, longer, continue inac- 
tive! attached to that Church whose “ clothing is 
of wrought gold,” can we still remain blind to her 
interest, and feel no concern for her members who 
are thus “scattered abroad as sheep, having no 
shepherd” ‘The time has arrived when pious 
Missionaries must be sent to guide and direct them 
to the fold of Christ. Convinced of this important 
truth; and deeply impressed with the sacred and 
indispensable duty of carrying the strong hope and 
consolation of the Gospel to our western brethren ; 
of spreading the table in the wilderness, and re- 
coneiling the sinner to his God ; the “ Episcopal 
eVissionary Society of Philadelphia” has been 
formed. Already, from the libevality of her mem- 
bers, the Board have been enabled to send the Rev. 
Jacgb M. Douglass as a Missionary beyond the 
Stafe, who is now manifesting (among the long de- 
serted members of our Church) the utmost zeal, 
inthe promotion of Christianity and the salvation 
of man. Letters have been received from him, 
accompanying information of so interesting a na- 
tur, that we cannot but indulge the most sanguine 
hope of results highly favourable to the farther- 
ance of religious truth, as professed by the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church. In one of his commu- 
tucations, alluding to the practicability of sup- 
porting a clergyman in several flourishing towns 
through which he passed, he says, “ Pittsburgh, 
Frankfort, Zanesville, Chillicothe, Cincinnati, Lou- 
isville,and Nashville ought to have Episcopal mi- 
nisters, and the Church would blossom and flourish 
as the rose.” In a second letter he speaks of the 
numbers who are attached to the Episcopal Church, 
and expresses an earnest wish that another Mis- 
sionary might be sent out. A moment’s reflection, 
sir, will convince you, of the necessity of accom- 
plishing this desirable object: and the incalcula- 
ble benelit that would arise, from increasing the 
number of Missiouaries. But to elect this your 
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aid is necessary. The present Society, with the 
will to act, is destitute of the means to perform ; 
and the Board have thought it expedient in this 
circumstance to solicit your active exertions In 
establishing an Association in your neighbourheod 
to co-operate with the Society—to make the im- 
portance of this step apparent, it may not be un- 
necessary to state, that a meeting has lately been 
convened at Worthington in the State of Ohis, 
composed of the most respectable and leading 
members of the Episcopal Church. ‘These gentle- 
men, impressed with the solemn and imperious 
duty of providing for her scattered and deserted 
members, have issued a circular letter to the Epis- 
copalians of the western country ; and addressed 
a petition to the General Convention of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, to be holden in New- 
York on the third Tuesday of May next, ensuing. 
A short extract from each of these interesting do- 
cuments, will alone be sufficient to shew you the 
necessity of an immediate concurrence with the 
views of the Board. : 


Extract from the Circular. 

“In the next place we recommend it to you to 
form congregations wherever you can; and that 
as soon as possible; aud elect lay-readers to per- 
form service, and read such sermons as shall be 
thought proper, on every Sunday. 

«Lastly, in the hope that the good Shepherd 
and Bishgp of souls will shortly send forth la- 
bourers into the vineyard, we intreat you to be 
diligent in publick, private and family prayers, in 
reading the Holy Scriptures, and in the instruc- 
tion of your children, that they may be brought 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord.” 


E.vtract from the Petition. 

“ We go farther and say on behalf of a numerous, 
but widely-scattered flock of Episcopalians in this 
country, “ceme over into Macedonia and help us,” 
send us your pious Missionaries. The list of the 
names and places of residence of our Pa ae which 
we have sent you for the present, will inform these 
Missionaries where their services are required.” 


From the mass of information received, with re- 
spect to the truly astonishing emigration to the 
west, it will be unnecessary to make any extracts. 
To you these interesting facts must be familiar. 
They greet the eye of philanthrepy from the 
columns of almost every daily paper. ‘The trace- 
less wilderness is fast falling beneath the hand of 
cultivation, and the peasant’s cot rises amid the 
“deepest recesses of the wilds of the Missouri.” 

A letter has just been received announcing the 
formation of a Missionary Society at Wilmington, 
for the State of Delaware: The spirit of the Church 
which had long slept in this State has at length 
awakened to her true interest, and set an example 
worthy of imitation. Agreeably to a resolution 
of the Board, [send youwa copy of the proposed 
Constitution, which you can adept, or make such 
modifications as you may deem necessary.

3 THEIR RELIGION. 

They admit no images. Their worship is 
simple and spiritual, } Mr. Wilkins, when travel- 
ling, visited one of their piaces of worship. When 
he asked permission to enter, he was teld: that it 
was open to all mankind, but he was desired in 
token of respect, to take off his shoes He 
was then condueted toa carpet, and seated in the 
midst of the assembly. Inthe front, on each of 
six or seven low desks, was placed a book. In 
the chancel was an altar covered with a gold 
cloth, upon which was laid a sword covered by 
a round black shield. On a desk near the altar 
was placed a large book. Notice was presently 
given, that | was noon the hour for Divine Ser- 
vice. The large book and the desk were then 
with some ceremony, brought from the altar 
and placed at the opposite side of the hall. An 
old man, with a reverend silver beard, kneeling 
before the desk (attended by a person with a 
dram and two or three others with cymbals) o. 
pened the book, and chanted to the tune given 
ihem, At the conclusion of every vtrse, the 
congregation joined ina response, with counte- 
nances exhibiting great marks of joy. It wasa 
hymn in praise ofthe Deity. A young man next 
stood forward; and pronounced with a loud 
voice and distinct accent, a kind of Litany. in 
which, at certain periods, all the peonle joined in 
a general response of “ Wa Gooron” They 
prayed against temptation, for grace te do good, 
for the general good of mankind, and for a narti- 
cular blessing ow the Sikhs. A short benediction 
from the old man, and an invitation toa friendly 
feast terminated the ceremony 

The creed of the Sikhs, says Col. Malcom is 
pure Deism, mixed with the absurdities of Hin 
dooism and the fables of Mahometanism : for 
Nahae professed a desire to reform not to de- 
stroy, the religion of his country. Guru Govind, 
although he attached much of the mvtholoey of 
the Hindooss to his creed, yet at once abolished 
the foundation of Hindsoisn among his fallovwers. 
by declaring them all equal, by allowing them 
to eat the flesh of all animals except cows, and 
by declaring the generul devotion of the nation 
to arms. 

Among the doctrines of the Sikh Religian, as 
declared tv their sacred haoks, the first is thot of 
general depravity. They say that opnression 
and wickedness had be. n generated, and had ex. 
tended themselves universally, and that th» Ma. 
hometan and Fiindyo Religion, as they now ex- 
ist. were hut a spawn from th corruptions of man- 
kiad, and completed the vice and folle of the 
world: and at this period of general depravity, 
Gol,in merey, sent Nahace for the work of re- 
fo-mation He told vis followers, that the faith 
of both the Mthometans and Hindons was erro- 
neous, and could not be acceptable at the throne 
of God; “for the faded tinge of scarlet that has 
been soiled ty water will never retarn. The 
wav of Satan now prevails in the universe ” 

Nahac taught the Omnipresence of God ; and 
thar he dwells ‘not more particularly in one place 
than another ; for, when reoroached once by the 
Mahometans for lying with his feet toward the 
house of God, “ turn then,” said he, ‘if you can, 
where the house of God is not.” 

Speaking of M thonet he says, that ‘“ he was 
set by God into the world te do good and to dis- 
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the Koran; but he acted upon the principle of 
free-will, which all human beings exercise, and 
he introduced oppression and cruelty and the 
slaughter of cows, for*which he died.” 

Oi the nature of his own doctrine, he said: “I 
am sent fom Heaven to publish unto mankind 
a book, which shall be the means of reducing ail 
the names given to God to one name, which is 
God. Iam sentto reconcile the jarring taith of 
the Hindoos and Moslems, and to implore them 
to read the scriptures of each other. But reading 
is useless without obedience to the doctrine which 
istaught ; for God has said, that no man shall be 
sayed except he has performed good works. 
The Almighty will not ask to what tribe or per- 
suasion any man oor He will only ask, 
“What has he done 7” He alone is a trae Hindoo 
whose heart is just ; and he alone is a trae Maho- 
metan whose lie is puree.” The charge which 
Nahac is said to have received from the Deity 
admonishes him to teach his followers three 
things :—1. To worship the name of God ; 2. 
Cherity ; 3. Ablution ; that they must net aban- 
don the world, nor do illto any being, for into e- 
very being the breath of God is infused. He 
himself was directed to puton armour that will 
harm no one ; that his ceat of nail was to be that 
of understanding ; that he was to convert his en- 
emies into friends ; that he was to fight w:th val- 
or,but wit? ao aace weapou tian tae Word of 
God. 

Such are the leading doctrines of their religion. 
The purity and sublimity of them may just- 
ly be a subject of wonder; for if Nahac did 
not draw then from the Holy Scriptures, he has 
exceeded by far the wisest of the beathen, in eleva- 
tiva of thought and ot morals: but if he had re- 
course to Sacred Writ, or selected these senti- 
nents from the polluied pages of the Koran, it ts 
stil! wonderful that he has selected so well. 


How far it may be expedient to establish a mis 
sion in the country of ‘ae Sikhs, must depend on 
a more accurate investigation than has at present 
been made into the character of the people, and 
the toleration of their goverament. ‘The Bible, 
however, might be trauslated fur them, aod they 
will be able to read tt ; and although the d:ffical- 
ties would doubtless be great of overturning a 
faiih established in the judgment of the peupie, 
yet, by the biessing of God, the new feelings and 
new opinions, tae knowledge and the iadepen- 
dence which have been introduced among them, 
may work with, as well as against, the reception 
of Christianity.

The simplicity is wonderful and has no_paral- 
lel. Ti nas not any cylinder, piston, crank, or ba- 
lance wheel, and not any packing of any kiad 
is used about the engine ; it wioves almost with. 
out friction, it has hule, however, compared with 
other engines. ‘The parts necessary to work to 
close joint are so contrived that their natural wear 
will always Keep them in order, until the parts 
are completely worn out, which will require ma- 
ny years, 

The inconvenience arising from the great bulk 
of the common engine is cbyiated tn this engine. 
It is so compact that the whoie of a powerful en- 
gine may be inclosed ‘s* the boiler that generates 
tne steam to move it, and thus not a feet of room 
is required exclusively for it, except what is re- 
qu'red fur a supply pump ; thus it is mest com.

The weight of the engine will be much less 
than any other in use, and will work in any po- 
sition, horizontal, perpendicular er inclimed, as 
the case may require ; the parts of the engine 
where the steam acts to give motion will be en- 
closed in the body ofthe boiler, & surrounded by 
boiling water and steain, there will, therefore, by 
no condensation or loss of steain or power. 

Another consideration peculiar tn the construc. 
tion and operation of thys engine ig that the pow- 
er can be used in part twice over inthe same en- 
gine, at the same time, a d the power toact in 
conjunction or separate, & applied to separate uses 
at the same time, without imerfering wiih each o- 
ther 10 their operations and movements ; one part 
may be stopped whi-e the other is in motion. A+ 
gain after those operations, the same steam that 
gave Motion as above can be applied, without loss 
of power, to the greatest advantage to work an 
engine constructed on the principles of Watt and 
Bolton’s engines, which has been greatly improv- 
ed by Mr. French, who has done away the use of 
the great lever beam, and rendered the engine 
much more simple in its construction and move- 
meats, and the parts corresponding to those which 
arc so liable to be out of order, he has renderca 
permanent and durable. 

Mr. French calculates that this new engine is 
more powerful from the same expense of fuel and 
steam, than any now inuse,and the second and 
third power, obtained as above described is a 
clear gain, without expense of fuel or steam. 

Waile other engines are ofien out of order and 
attended witb luss of time and expense in repair- 
ing, thismew engine is so constructed that the 
boiler will probably be the first part out of order, 
apdthis will not be more subject to decay than 
others now inuse. Any person who can build 
and keep up a fire is comvctent to manage the en- 
gine, as no skill or experience ts required. Be- 
sides all these advantages the engine will be 
mach cheaper than any pow in use, and is calca-

No.2 acertitica e of the same, corroborated by 
the sheriff Hubbard. that last year, there were 
committed to said prison for debts under 25 dol- 
lars. 729 persons, that nearly ail of them must 
have starved but for the bounties of tie Humane 
Society and ind.vidual chayity, and that heis.com- 
pelled to beg for fuel for them to keep them from 
freezing N».3 certificate of thesame, that there 
were committed tosaid gaol, during 1516, for debis 
under fifty dollars, 1129 persons! Ny. 4, re'ates 
the case of Dius Lyman, imprisened three years 
until he died, fer a debt under fifty dollars, fed 
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the whole time by the Humane Society. No. 5, 
reiates the case of George Ri'ey, imprisoned near- 
ly six years for fifty dollars, and subsisted upon 
charity.
